MILITIA. 
It is “ devoutly to be wished” that the present ses+ 
sion of the legislature of Massachusetts may not pass 
over, without some amendments in the Militia Law. 
Anexemption from persoual taxation, or a compensa- 
tion for time and labour, to that portion of citizens whe 
are compelled to perform military duty, is certainly 
nothing more than they have a right to demand ; nor 
is the consideration of the subject unworthy of the 
consideration of an upright and dignitied Jegistature. A 
compliance wit! te present provisions of the law de- 
monds from the labouring class of the community sac- 
rifices of teme, of labour, and of property, which they 
cannot afford, and which onght got to be exacted. 
Let it not be supposed that we undervalue the services 
of the militia. We wish to rate them higher than their 
present estamation ; we wish to imptess upon the fee!- 
ings of legisiators an’ maciétrates some sense of their 
importance, aud of the jusuce and propriety of equal- 
izing, in some degree, the excenses of the militia sys- 
tem, which now fail upon those who are least able to 
bear tm.

AN ACCOUNT OF THE RUSSIAN LAMB. 

Tue most cxtraordinary of the curiosities 
of Little Tartary is the Lamb of Muscovy, 
which grows between the two grcat rivers 
the Don and the Wolga. This plant 1s re- 
markable for possessing a great portion of 
the animated nature. It is for this reason 
and in the Russian language Ponarets. 

The fruit is of the size of a gourd or mel- 
on; it has the figure ofa sheep, all the 
limbs of which are discoverable. It is. fas- 
tened to thé earth by the navel upon a stalk 
of two feet in length. It always leans to- 
wards tke grass, and the plaots that crow 
round it, and changes its place as much as 
the stump will suffer. When the fruit 
comes to maturity, the stalk dies; it is cor- 
ered with a hairy skin, frizeled, like that of 
a lamb just landed, and this skin serves it as 
#fur to defend it from the cold. It is fur- 
ther observed that this plant never dics till 
it can no longer find avy grass to nourish it. 
The fruit yiclds a juice like blood, when it 
is taken from the stalk ; and has the taste of 
mutton. The wolf is as fond of this plant as
